According to the latest information 
procurable, the difficulty between Japan 
and Hawaii growing out of the immigra 
tion question has been increased rather 
than diminished by the diplomatic nro^ 
ceedings. Officers on board the Japan 
cruiser Naniwa, now at Honolulu, state 
that a siicond Japanese man-of-war is 
now en route to Honolulu, and that a 
third armed vessel is about to depart 
from Yokohama for tho islands. 

Mrs. Shimamura, wile of the Japanese 
minister at Honolulu, has arranged to 
leave for Japan on JuneO. The intended 
departure caused a rumor in Honolulu to 
the efl'ect that the minister would soon 
follow her. He has admitted that he 
was not satisfied with the answer of the 
Hawaiian government in regard to the 
immigration controversy, and he gave 
close friends to understand that unless a 
reply satisfactory to him were made he 
would depart for Tokyo, thereby sever- 
ing diplomatic relations between Japan 
and Hawaii.

CANOVAS AGAIN PREMIER. 

Solution of the Spanish Cabinet Diffi. 
culties Which Surprises 
Everybody. 

Madrid, June 6.— The Queen Regent 
has confirmed Senor Canovas, the 
Premier, in his ministerial power, and 
the cabinet will remain in office with 
the personnel unchanged. 

All the leading members of the Diet 
and the Chamber of Deputies who were 
consulted by Her Majesty, aa well as 
three marshals, have advised her to re- 
call Weyler from Cuba. It is under- 
stood, however, that the government 
does not contemplate any immediate 
change in the supreme command in 
Cuba. The surprise and displeasure of 
the varioua sections of the opposition are 
not easy to describe. 

The solution of the crisis is a general 
surprise aB much in ministerialciroles as 
in the world at large. The only explana- 
tion is that the first thought of the 
Premier is to vindicate his amour propre 
so far aB the Liberals are concerned, and 
when this is established, to find occasion 
at an early date ao to modify the cabinet 
as to satisfy tho Liberals and to ter- 
minate the deadlock before the Cortes 
reassembles, which will probably not be 
for several, months. It can hardly be 
doubted that the modification will in- 
clude the replacing of Capt.-Geu. Weyler 
by some other commander. 

Havana, June 0.— In political circles 
and among the Spanish general public, 
where a feeling of acute anxiety has ex- 
isted a3 to the outcome of tho cabinet 
crisis in Madrid, keen satisfaction is 
expressed at the news that Senor Cano- 
vus has received fresh proof of confi- 
dence from the Crown.

THREE FIREMEN KILLED 

And A Hundred Thousand Dollars' Worth 
of Property Burned in San 
Francisco. 

San Francisco, June 0. — A fire in the 
southeastern part of the city at noon to- 
day cost three firemen their lives and 
entailed a property loss of $100,000. The 
killed are: John Maholey, of chemical 
No. 0; Frank Keller, of hose cart No. '2, 
and James Hallinan, driver of truck No. 
1. The fire Btarted mysteriously in a 
four-story brick building owned by 
Schroth & Weaterfield, and leased to the 
Standard Biscuit Company. So far aB 
known tho only occupants of the build- 
ing this morning were John Erwin, the 
bookkeeper, and Charles "VV. Cook, who 
were at work in tho office. Cook de- 
parted at II o'clock, and Erwin was still 
occupied with his books at noon when a 
fireman rushed in conveying the inform- 
ation that the building was ablaze in the 
upper stories. Adjacent to the 
brick factory was a row of old 
wooden buildings, including a branch 
Salvation Army barrackB and the 
Southern police station. These seemed 
doomed. Fortunately the police station 
contained only three prisoners, but the 
terrified yells and appeals of the trio to 
be liberated caused much excitement 
among the gathering crowds. Tbey 
were transferred as quickly aB possible 
to the Central station. 

Meanwhile floor after floor of the 
factory fell in, rendering the side walls 
unsafe. Then the eaBt wall of the 
factory toppled over, and a waving sheet 
of flame spread over the wide wooden 
area adjoining. With the crash of the 
eaBt wall occurred the tragedy of the 
conflagration. A score of firemen were 
in a neighboring paint shop, endeavor- 
ing from that point to check the spread 
of the flames. A falling timber struck 
Fireman Maholey in the leg, breaking 
it. He refused to allow his companions 
to carry him away in their arms, insist- 
ing that he must be borne off on a shut- 
ter. All but two of the band of firemen 
ran to procure a Bhutter, and just as 
they left their injured companion, the 
wall fell, burying beneath a masB of 
brick and mortar Maholey and his faith 
ful friends. 



The Big Diamond. 
London, June C— The Premier of 
Hyderabad telegraphs to the London 
papers that the story to the effect that 
the Imperial diamond, the property of 
the Nizam of Hyderabad, had been 
stolen is pure fiction. The Imperial is 
the largoat brilliant in the world, weigh- 
ing 180 karatB, and has fifty-eight faces. 
It was sold to the Nizam in 1801 through 
Alexander Jacobs for $2,000,000. The 
transaction gave riee to complicated liti- 
gation, the Indian government author- 
ities objecting to so large an outlay by 
the Nizam for a mere luxury, 

Politics In France. 

London, Juno 7. — The PariB corre- 
spondent of the Timea says : The scene 
in the chamber of deputies on Saturday 
during the Jaures incident, when M. 
Brisson, president of the cabinet, sus- 
pended the sitting and sent a military 
guard to remove M. liichar, Socialist 
deputy, who referred to some of Mb col- 
leagues as " police spies," was one of 
unwonted scandal and violence. "Baa 
Brisson ! (Janaille Brisson ! Miserable 
reactionary. You will never be presi- 
dent ! Traitor that you are ! Old ras- 
I Kesiga! Resign!" These are fair 
samples of the epithets which the entire 
Socialist party, standing on the floor of 
the chamber, hurled at the President, 
while he unable to maintain order, 
brought the sitting to an abrupt close. 

A Waterspout. 

Paris, June 7. — A disaster caused by a 
waterspout has occurred in the depart- 
ment of Isere, in tho French Alps. A 
waterspout broke in the neighborhoods 
the little river Morgue, causing the 
stream to burst its banks and inundate 
the adjoining country. A number of 
persons were caught in the flood and 
drowned, the bodies being swept away 
by the ruBhing waterB. Growing crops 
suffered severely. The damage done 
will amount to millions of francs. 



A JUBILEE QUARREL 



Montreal's English and French 
Societies to Hold Rival Parades 
and Trouble Feared. 

Queer Devices of Quebec Politicians 
to Be Investigated in Elec- 
tion Courts. 



Montreal, June 7.--(Speeial)— Trou- 
ble is threatened between the English 
and French societies in connection with 
the Jubilee parade. The parade was 
actively taken in hand by the St. Jean 
Baptiste Society, who made no provi- 
sion for the English societies. 

The St. George's Society has now de- 
cided to take no part, and it ia likely tho 
Caledonian and St. Andrew's will follow 
Buit. The Orangemen have announced 
their determination to hold a monster 
parade, and the mayor has been notified 
by the St. Jean Baptiste Society thev 
fear trouble will ensue in that case. 



A Washington Tragedy. 

Washington, June 7. — On Pennsyl- 
vadia avenue this morning Charles Bar- 
ber, a patent attorney, who has gained 
much notoriety of Into by his eccentric 
actions, Bhot Miss Dorothy E. Squires, 
then, turning the revolver on himself, 
put a ball tiirough his brain, causing 
almost instant death. MiBS SquireB' 
wound is in the back of the bead and 
may not result fatally. Miaa Squires 
formerly worked for Barber as a steno- 
grapher, and upon leaving his employ 
ho annoyed her with his attentions. 
Finally matters became so serious that 
he was placed under bonds to keep the 
peace. 

An Overloaded Elevator. 

New York, June 7.— By the falling of 
a freight elevator in the post office this 
morning six men were more or less hurt. 
Four were postal employes and the 
two were engaged by the contractor in 
charge of alterations now going on in the 
federal buildings. Late this afternoon 
it was said that James J. Cox, of Mid- 
dletowu, N. V., who is examiner in the 
foreign department, would dio. Both 
his legs were broken and he was injured 
internally. Frank Byrdsall, of Brew- 
ster, N. Y., had hia ankle broken and 
sustained internal injuries. The elevator 
fell five stories. The accident was 
caused by the car being overloaded. 

The Lumber Schedule. 

Washington, June 7. — In the Senate 
the lumber paragraph aa a whole was 
agreed to, also the paragraphs on chip- 
boards, fhingles, and chair cane, hereto- 
fore passed over. Mr. Allan moved to 
substitue the provisions of the Wilson 
bill for the entire lumber schedule. This 
was rejected by 21 to 87. 

Divine Healer Starved. 

Denver, Jane 6. —A special to the 
News from El Paso, Texas, sayB : Fran- 
cia Schlatter, who claimed to perform 
cureB by divine power, was recently 
found dead in the foothills of Sierra 
Madre, thirty-five miles southwest of 
Casa Grande, in the state of Chihuahua, 
Mexico. He had been fasting; and ap- 
parently had starved to death. While 
he was in Denver from August 22 to 
November 13, 1895, about 200,000 people 
visited Schlatter to receive treatment. 



QUEER QUEBEC POLITICS. 

Disqualification of Two Ministers and Sev- 
eral Other Liberals Asked For. 

Montreal, June 7.— (Special) — The 
Champlain Liberals having contested the 
election of Dr. Marcotte on the' ground 
of clerical interference, Dr. Marcotte haa 
entered a cross-petition against Dr. Tru- 
del, the defeated Liberal candidate, ask- 
ing his disqualification. He also aska 
the disqualification of Messrs. Tarte, 
Geoffrion and several other members o£ 
the Dominion and Quebec parliaments. 

THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION 

Request that Mining Affairs be Brought Pro- 
minently Before the Meeting, 

Toiionto, June 7.— (Special) — At a 
meeting of the British Association com- 
mittee on Saturday it was announced 
that the government of Manitoba agreed 
to spend $500, and that of British Col- 
umbia $1,000, in showing the natural re- 
sources of these provinces to viaitors. 

A requeat from over GO mine owners 
and repre8entatives of mining companya, 
both in Ontario and British Columbia, 
has been received, that a special exhibit 
of mining specimens be made during the 
meeting of the association, and that 
papers and addreaseH dealing with the 
mines of the country be added to tbe 
programme. A committee has been ap- 
pointed to discuss the question of min- 
'ng interests. 

RAILWAY MEN BENEFIT. 

Compulsory Compensation for- Injuries 
While on Duty — Devices for Promot- 
ing Safety. 

Ottawa, June 7.— The special corn* 
mittee appointed to inquire into the 
railway bills of Messrs. Casey and Mac- 
lean reported both to-day. The main 
features of Mr. Casey's bill as amended, 
provide that in case of the temporary 
injury of a railway employee the com- 
pany will require to pay sixty ner cent, 
of the current rate of wages received for 
one year. In the case of permanent dis- 
ability, three years' salary in a lump 
sum will be given to the employee. In 
the case of death, four years' salary will 
be given to the relatives, but in no case 
will the amount exceed .$4,000. In all 
cases the employees will have to sign an 
agreement that they will not claim any 
more in court. 

Mr. Maclean's bill was reported aa it 
stood. It provides ior all trains being 
equipped with air brakes and automatic 
couplers. Locomotive engineers must 
be firemen for three years on a locomot- 
ive engine before becoming engineers, 
and a conductor must first have served 
three years as a brakeman. 



Railway Contract. 

Montreal, June 7. — Mesars. Dan 
Mann and William Mackenzie will have 
the contract from the C.P.R. for build- 
ing the Crow's Nest Pass Railway, and 
no doutit will sub-let so as to permit the 
greatest possible progress with construc- 
tion. In all probabilities it will take 
two seasons. Railway men here estim- 
ate the construction at fully .$27,000 a 
mile, including bridges. It also tran- 
spires that Clms. Hyman, of London, 
Herbert Holt, of Montreal, and others, 
are interested with Heinze and his as- 
sociates of tho Columbian it Weatern, 
who are after a subsidy to build a rail- 
way from Robson west to Penticton. 



Dr. Engelo Drowned. 

Callandar, Ont., June 7.— While Dr. 
E. C. Engelo and Dr. N. P. Engelo, the 
latter belonging to Chicago, were out 
sailing on Friday on Lake Nipiasing, 
their boat was upset in a squall and Dr. 
E. C. Engelo was drowned. The body 
waa found yesterday, and will be remov- 
ed to Stratford, and thence to Chicago 
for butiRl.

A Depressing Report at the Annual Meeting 
but the Prospects Are Favorable. 

Montreal, June 7.— (Special) — At the 
annual meeting of the Bank of Montreal 
to-day General Mannger Clouston said 
the past year had been very disappoint- 
ing and the future is shrouded in uncer 
tainty. The position is a very 
delicate one, and any further depres 
sion coming on the community already 
• weakened by a long tight against adverse 
circumstances will precipitate a very 
serious at ite of affairs, worse than any 
yet encountered. On the other hand, 
the settlement of the tariff with due re- 
gard to vested interests, a good crop 
with fair prices, lenient treatment and 
judicious assistance in the meantime to 
those in business, may yet make this 
year the beginning of a prosperous 
period. 

Crop prospects are good in the North- 
west and fair in Ontario, though back- 
ward in tiuebec. Mineral development 
in the West is adding daily to the wealth 
of the country, and various - lines of in- 
dustry will he assisted through the 
building of tho railway into the British 
Columbia mining region, which of itself 
will be almoat enough to start the hands 
of the commercial barometer to fair 
weather. 



DREYFUS' SAD PLIGHT. 

A Wealthy Young Man In Prison as 
Traitor on Alleged Questionable 
Evidence. 

London, June 7.— The Daily Chronicle 
this morning gives prominence to a re- 
port that Prof. Carvaiho, tho expert in 
handwriting, is going from New York to 
Paris to assist in reopening the case of 
Captain Albert Dreyfus, who on January 
5, 1895, was drummed out of the French 
army and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment on conviction of having sold war 
department maps and plans to a foreign 
government. 

Dreyfus made the following statement 
after bis condemnation : "In the chif- 
fonnier of a foreign embassy a paper is 
discovered announcing that four docu- 
ments are about to be Bent. That paper 
is submitted to experts in handwriting. 
Three of these reported it to be my 
handwriting, two report that it is not; 
and on that evidence 1 was condemned. 
At IS I entered the Polytechnic 
School. 1 had a splendid militavy career 
before inc, a fortune of £20,000, and a 
certainty of an income in the future 
amounting to .£2,000 a year. I have 
never run after women, never touched a 
card in ray Hie, I had no need for money, 
whv then should I have turned traitor?" 

The following is the text of the docu- 
ment found, it was said, at tho German 
embassy; " Have no news for you. I 
do not know what to do. I send you in 
the meantime the condition of the forts. 
I also hand you the principal passages of 
the firing Instructions. If you desire the 
rest I will have them copied. The docu- 
ment is precious. Tho instruction has 
only been given to the oflicers of the 
general staff. I leave for the mancuu- 
vres." 

The report which caused the arrest of 
DreyfuB waB signed by General Mercier, 
the minister of war. General Boisdeffre, 
chief of general staff, and Col. Conce, his 
assistant. The arrest was decided upon 
by the unanimous vote of eleven minis- 
ters, all of whom bound themselves to 
keep secret the details of the crime and 
trial. 



MODERN WAR MATERIEL. 

The Philippine Artillery Use Nuts Against 
Spanish Troops— Twenty-Five 
Priests Burned. 

Vancouver, June6.— The steamer Hu- 
peh, which arrived to-day from the Ori- 
ent, statea that the Philippine insurgents 
being ehort of ammunition, are using 
cocoa nuts for cannon balls, and with 
them have committed great ha vocamong 
the Spanish troops. 

While the steamer was in the Philip- 
pines on her last trip a British resident 
informed tiie oflicers that the Spanish 
government had captured twenty-five 
Roman Catholic priests, supposed* to he 
in sympathy with the rebels, and roast- 
ed them like sucking pigB. 

The Hupeh came under spocial char- 
ter to the Canadian 1'acific railway, with 
a cargo of .'i,S00 tons, consisting princi- 
pally of new tea and. curioa. After dis- 
charging cargo here the Hupeh leaves 
for San Francisco and will then return 
here to load for the Orient.

The pro- 
vincial government of British Columbia 
will give a cash auhsidy of Sl,000 per 
milo for tho 100 miles between Penticton 
and Boundary creek. This would amount 
to §-100,01)0, which, added to t| 10 Domin 
ion subsidy, would mako §2,000,000. 
Tho additional cost of tho road Would 
probably amount to §2,000,000, making 
the ontiro cost 81,000,000. This sum 
added to the whole cost of tho Crow's 
Xest Pass lino would make a grand 
aggregate of §1 T,. r )00,000. 

This is tho amount, <>r about the 
amount, which ia to be put in circulation 
through tho building of a railroad from 
Lothbridgo to Penticton. Wo give these 
figures to indicato something of the 
meaning of this great work as ifc Immedi-

He 
died on the 11th inst. and was buried 
on the 12th in Quesnelle Forks t eme 
tery. The deceased was a member of 
the'l ; O.O.F., and the members of that 
order took charge of the funeral. 

VERNON. 

At a meeting of the PreBby'tery of 
Karaloopa held here recently a call from 
RosBland to Rev. Mr. Dodds was referred 
back because of irregularities in the pro 
ceedings, also because no guarantee of 
stipend had been attached, and further 
on account of lack of harmony in the 
congregation. The call extended by the 
Vernon congregation to Rev. G. A. Wil- 
son, B.A., was brought up, and all 
papers in connection therewith having 
been found to be regular, was handed to 
Mr. Wilson. After a day's consultation 
Mr. WilBon accepted, and he will be in- 
ducted on June 9. 

Saturday, May 29, was one of the hot- 
test May days ever experienced in this 
district. Towards evening the thermom- 
eter registered 'JO degrees above, but a 
refreshing shower, accompanied by a 
heavy wind, effectually cooled the atmo- 
sphere during the night. 

NELSON. 

Work is to commence on the new $10,- 
000 jail with as little delay as possible. 
The provincial government has decided 
to u 3 e block 49 for the site. The sketch 
plans have been prepared at Victoria, 
but they are to be modified and com- 
pleted by a local architect. The building 
will contain forty cells. Captain Fitz- 
stubbs, it is said, will very likely act as 
warden of the new jail. 

The Hall Mines have contracted for 
the supply of 100 tons of coke weekly 
from the Union Colliery Co. of Comox. 
The first shipments will he made early 
in Julv. A stock of fuel will be shipped 
to the Nelson smelter during the present 
summer sufficient to operate the plant 
during the winter months. 

SLOCAN CITY. 

A deal has been consummated whereby 
a system of water works and an electric 
light plant will be furnished in Slocan 
City within a few months. Messrs. 
Thomas Mulvey and \V. It. Clement, the 
owners of the townsite of West Slocan 
City, have formed a co-partnership 
with Percy Dickinson and John Thomas, 
of Tacoma, Washington, for the pur- 
pose of supplying the city with 
electric lights, in addition to a water 
supply from Goat Creek, which empties 
into Slocan river from the west 
short distance below the townBite. Mr. 
Dickinson is a Northern Pacific railway 
man of ten years' standing, and has also 
been interested in water systems on the 
Coast. He and Mr. Thomas came here 
on entirely different business, but have 
recognized the necessity of a water and 
light supply for our city. 

C. F. Beaven, formerly of Victoria, 
has located here and has opened up a 
stock oi window and door furniture. 

TRAIL. 

The Trail citizens will soon hold 
public meeting to consider matters con- 
nected with the pollution of their drink- 
ing w-ater by drainings from Rossland's 
sewers. G. A. Fraser and H. J. Ray- 
mer. the committee appointed by Ross- 
land to confer with the Trail officials, 
told those gentlemen that Rossland 
would meet them half way, if they would 
help to defray the expenses of building 
an iron sewer from Rossland to the Col- 
umbia. The visitors were told politely, but 
firmly, that Rossland's drainage system 
was polluting the Trail drinking water 
causing sickness and spreading disease, 
and unless it ceased an injunction would 
be served immediately. Some of the 
physicians of Rossland claim that the 
Trail stream flows rapidly enough to 
purify itself, and that most of the ob- 
noxious drainage is contributed by the 
mines outside of Roasland.

porary that if the through line were 
built it would he better for the Coast 
cities than that the line should Btop at 
Penticton; but we think it a great mis- 
take for the World to seek to make it 
appenr that the Coast cities will not 
benefit by the development of Kootenay 
and will derive no advantage from the 
line to Penticton. 

As to the Colonist's attitude in re- 
gard to Mr. Heinze.it said he waa recog- 
nized as " a gentleman of Bplendid busi- 
ness talents and remarkable enterprise." 
We think this is true notwithstanding 
the World's rather churlish remarks, and 
even if he has done nothing more than 
build "a smelter at Trail and a 'jerk- 
road' railway from Trail to Eossland," 
he would etill be entitled to recognition 
as a man of business capacity. We do 
not know that Mr. Heinze's personality 
cuts any figure in the affair, the only 
point of interest in this connection being 
that he is apparently in a position to ac- 
cept a subsidy and build the railway. 

Wo pass by with brief notice the covert 
insinuation of the World as to the 
reasons for the Colonist's course in this 
matter. Time will show whether that 
course is not the correct one. We 
favored the Penticton- Boundary line; 
we favored the Columbia & Western 
road in its entirety; we favored the 
Coast-Kootenay line. If only the firBt 
could have been got we should have been 
pleased, as the Becond can be got we 
are more pleased; it the third 
can be got we shall be most pleased ; 
but wo do not propose to oppose a good 
thing because we cannot get something 
better, especially as the securing of what 
we can get will lead to getting what we all 
want. We say that the government will 
do well if it can secure the construction 
before the close of 1898 of a railway from 
Letbbridge to Penticton. 



WELCOME TO VICTORIA. 

Representatives of the California PreBB 
Association to the number of seventy, 
are expected to arrive in this city this 
morning on the ateanaer Kingston and to 
spend the day here. On behalf, of the 
people of Victoria we extend our visitors 
a very hearty welcome. They come here 
at a good time, for they will see our city 
just aa it is preparing to take leave of the 
old order of things, and, in common with 
the rest of this imperial Province, take a 
great step forward in the path of pro 
gress and prosperity. 

To the resident of California anything 
that relates to mines of precious metals 
will be of interest, and so we tell our 
visitors that this Province of over three 
hundred thousand square miles and the 
Canadian district of Yukon to the North 
which is large enough to swell the total 
area of the Canadian Pacific Northwest 
to half a million Biiuare miles, is practi- 
cally one great mineralized region. The 
distance in a straight line between the 
gold bearing reefs of Kootenay and the 
auriferous gravels of the Yukon is 1,200 
miles, and all the way along this vast 
distance are deposits of gold in quartz or 
gravel. We have besides as rich silver 
mines as are to be found in the world. 
We have vast deposits of iron and cop- 
per. Of farming land we have millions 
of acres, of pasture lajid tens of millions 
and of foiest scores of millions. We 
have the fineBt fisheries in the world, 
and wiU not even admit the supremacy 
of " the glorious climate of California." 

All these things may be theirs, or as 
much of them as they can conveniently 
accumulate if they conclude to stop with 
us. And so we bid them welcome. 



THE " WORLD" UNREASONABLE, 

The Vancouver World accuses the 
Colonist of abusing Mr. Maxwell, M.P., 
and beslobbering Mr. Heinze. "That 
day the World went wrong," as the poet 
hath it. The Colonist has neither 
abused the one nor beslobbered the other 
of the gentlemen named. It character, 
ized Mr. Maxwell's reported attitude in 
regard to the proposed subsidy to the 
Columbia & Western railway as " re- 
markable." This is the only word used 
in regard to Mr. Maxwell, and it can 
hardly be called a word of abuse. The 
Colonist further said that Mr. Max- 
well's reported opposition to the sub- 
sidy, if Mr. Heinzo is to get it, shows 
that he is more interested in the success 
of some individuals than in the welfare 
of the Province. Is this abuse? If the 
xeport of Mr. Maxwell's attitude is cor 
rect, he is in favor of the subsidy only 
on the condition that someone else than 
Mr. Heinze gets it. Surely this iB placing 
the interest of some individuals before 
the welfare of the Province, for it 
is undoubtedly for the welfare of tliB 
Province that the road from Hossland 
to Penticton should be built no matter 
who may build it. At least, such 
iB the view which the Colonist 
holds, and we believe it is the correct 
view. The World takes a directly oppo 
Bite position and declares that unless the 
line is extended through to the Coast 
the construction of the Crow's Nest Pbeb 
railway " will not in any way benefit 
either the Coast trade or u very large 
section of the Province." Wo dissent 
Iroui this, so far as it refers to the trade 
of the Coast cities. A railway to Pen 
ticton will givo the Coast cities a route 
into the Boundary Creek country, the 
interests of which will be greatly devel- 
oped by the construction of the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway. We do not question 
Hie position of our Vancouver contt'in- 



dreamt of by either his father or his 
grandfather, and one of the gravest 
questions in Europe to-day ia as to the 
limit to which he can go in his aggres- 
BionB without precipitating a revolution. 
The German Empire is a voluntary 
organization. The Emperor does not 
now wear the crown by reason of con- 
quest, nor by any other tenure than the 
assent of the legislative bodies of the 
several states. The progress of democ- 
racy ia checked to some degree by the 
vested interests of the titled aristocracy, 
who are very numerous and enjoy many 
special privileges. A discreet ruler 
could, by acting in harmony with the 
aristocracy, secure very substantial foun- 
dations for the imperial throne, but the 
present Kaiser is not diBcreet. There are 
twenty-two reigning families in Ger- 
many and one hundred and one other 
families who are declared by the consti- 
tution to bo of equal rank with them. 
The Kaiser represents only one of these 
one hundred and twenty-three families, 
but hiB arrogance is such that he assumes 
superiority to them all. He is not popu- 
lar with the masses ; he ia disliked by 
the aristocracy. To all appearanceB he 
iB riding for a very bad fall.

A POSSIBLE REVOLUTION. 

Political conditions in Germany are 
menacing. The masses of the German 
people are democratic in sentiment, and 
though they submit loyally to the rule 
of an Emperor, they do so more from 
custom than from a belief that it is the 
best form of government, and because 
lack of cohesion betweeu the several 
political elements renders united action 
impossible. Moreover the empire is div- 
ided into a number of subordinate eov- 
ernments and these are not altogether 
harmonious. It is a federation of states 
rather than a Bingle nation, each state 
having its own form of government. 
These stateB embrace four kingdoms, 
six grand duchies, five duchies, seven 
principalities and four free towns— in all 
twenty-six states. This federation was 
in the first place the outcome of the war 
between PrusBia and Austria in lSGli. 
At the close of this short and brilliant 
campaign, victorious Prussia absorbed 
some of the minor states, which had 
sided with Austria, and compelled some 
of its minor neighbors, including Sax- 
ony, to join with it in forming the North 
German Confederation. Four years 
later, that is after the cloee of the war 
with France, the Southern German States 
asked to be admitted to the Confedra- 
tion, and they were heartily welcomed. 
In the excitement attending the over- 
throw of Napoleon III the genius of Bis- 
marck Baw the opportunity to revive 
the ancient German Empire, and ac- 
cordingly King William of Prussia was 
duly crowned in Paris as the hereditary 
emperor in 1871. 

The German Empire differs in its 
constitution from the old German Em- 
pire, which terminated in 1806, in that 
the Imperial power is more centralized. 
The union is declared to be " eternal." 
It is expressly provided by the constitu- 
tion that the right of the Emperor to his 
oflice shall never be questioned and the 
Imperial authority, including therein 
the Bundesrath, or the council appoint- 
ed by the states, has power to do any- 
thing that may be necessary to preserve 
the welfare of the empire. Hence it 
controls trade, commerce, taxation and 
criminal law and foreign relations. It 
is expressly provided that the law of the 
empire shall over-rule the state Ihwb 
when they are antagonistic. It will, 
therefore, he seen that the Imperial or- 
ganization is on lines along which a 
strong ruler could easily find a road to 
absolutism. 

An illustration of how imperialistic 
plans may be worked reference may be 
made to a hill lately introduced into the 
Prussian legislature to prohibit the for- 
mation of political societies. It has not 
become law, and probably will not be 
carried for the present at least. If this 
became toe law of Prussia, the next 
step would be to secure similar legisla- 
tion in some of the other states, and this 
would be followed by an Imperial 
law to the same effect. It waa well 
understood that the Emperor himself 
was the promoter of this extraordinary 
measure which was designed to prevent 
free speech. The press is already bo 
muzzled that anything like free criticism 
iB no longer possible except under peril 
of imprisonment for lese majeate. No 
political meeting can now be held with- 
out a police officer in uniform being 
present to watch the proceedings. The 
now measure proposed that this otlicer 
should have a right to dismiss any meet- 
ing at which anything was said or done 
that did not meet with his approval. 
There would be very little of freedom left 
iu a country where such a law found a 
place on the statute book. 

The present Emperor is extending his 
autocratic powerB iu a manner never 



The Senate has passed a bill to forbid 
Canadian newspapers publishing ac- 
counts of prize fights. There will pro- 
bably be no great protest againBt this, 
for probably no nowspaper in Canada 
ever made anything worth talking about 
out of printing a prize fight story. At 
the same time we do not relish, on gen- 
eral principles, attempts to say by law 
what a newspaper may or may not print, 
provided it ia not actually indecent. 
The moral harm resulting from an ac- 
count of a prize light ia more imaginary 
than real.

The telegraph lines along 
the Cariboo road are government pro- 
perty and, though leased to the CP. P., 
are still more or less subject to govern- 
ment control. The Dominion govern- 
ment have in view the early construction 
of a telegraph line to connect Golden 
with Fort Steele. In view of these facts 
we think the Colonist will admit that 
we are fully justified in urging upon the 
Dominion government tho advisability 
of giving the Bettlers of Nicola Valley a 
convenience greatly needed and one 
which, they have given to other districts 
with no greater claims for consideration.

IT WAS REFUSED, 

Chief Justice Dismisses Application to Set 
Aside the O'Brien Capias. 

The Chief Justice yesterday dismissed 
with costs the application of the de- 
fendant in Macaulay v. O'Brien to set 
aside the capias. 

For the defendant, Mr. Gordon Hun- 
ter applied for a special sitting of the 
Full court to hear an appeal from this 
decision, but owing to the fact that the 
majority of the judges are away on cir- 
cuit this could not be done. 

Later iu the clay, by special leave, the 
lefendants applied to stay all proceed- 
ings pending the appeal, notice of which 
had been given. Mr. Caesidy, for plain- 
tiff, submitted that the defendant had 
no right of appeal from the order refus- 
ing the discharge under the capias. 

The Chief Justice decided that the 
plaintiff would not 

i>e prejudiced, however, and granted the 
stay, the defendant's counsel under- 
taking to pay into court $50 eeeurity for 
coBts on appeal and an additional $50 to 
form with the amount already paid on 
deposit in lieu of special bail, with liber- 
ty to either party to be examined de 
bene esse. 

Mr. CaBSidy, for Mr. Macaulay, offered 
to go to trial to-day, but this was not ac- 
cepted. 

The trial of Shallcrosa and Garesche 
proceeded before Mr. Justice Drake yes- 
terday, and after examination of some 
witnesses for the defence adjourned till 
this morning.

A NOTABLE AUSTRALIAN. 

Sir Francis SarRood Looks Upon the Feder- 
ation Project as Approaching 
Consummation. 

A notable Australian among the pas- 
sengers on the 'Aorangi is Sir Francis 
Sargood, of Melbourne. He is one of the 
most prominent of the wealthy men in 
that city, and also in the political life of 
the colony of Victoria, as he has sat in 
the Legislative Council, the upper house 
of the legislature, since 1872. He is ac- 
companied by Lady Sargood, and by his 
son and daughter, and after seeing Can- 
ada and part of the States will go home 
by way of the Old Country. Speaking 
of bis trip yesterday as he sat in the 
Driard, Sir Francis said : 

"I have long desired to see Canada 
and that is tho great reason why I have 
come this way. 1 will spend some time 
in the East and not rush through simply. 
I wish to find out about this country, 
and then will go to England, returning 
home to Australia the early part of next 
year." 

Touching on the nubject of Australian 
federation, Sir Francis is quite certain 
that federation will come, although there 
are many obstacles to be overcome. 
Naturally it is difficult to harmonize 
various interests that at present are ap- 
parently conflicting. The constitution 
lrafted by the convention some time ago 
ins yet to go through a good many 
stages before it is adopted, and amend- 
ments and alterations may yet have to 
be made in it. After being presented 
to the various parliaments of the 
colonies interested, it will have to go to 
the convention again for consideration 
and amendment and then be submitted 
to a plebiscite oi the people in the col- 
onies. If they accept it, then it has to 
be adopted by all the parliaments before 
being finally approved by the crown. 
All this will take time. The convention 
to which the constitution will be sub- 
mitted will, it is expected, meet during 
the next two months. 

Speaking of the growing feeling to- 
wards confederation, Sir Francis gives 
due credit to the young men. It was the 
young men, he said, who sent the con- 
federation movement along with 'a boom. 
ThiB grow out of what was first a Bociety 
organized primarily for benefit purposes 
and composed of native born Aus- 
tralians.

Sailing. Vessels Arrive— News From 
Northern Canneries— A New 



Engine Coming. 



Eight o'clock yesterday morning wit- 
nessed the arrival, and 3 o'clock this 
morninp will see the departure of the 
E. M. S. Aoraugi, Cap'ain Hepworth, 
the long promised third steamer of the 
Canadian-Australian line. She has 
been looked for now Beveral days, and 
the delay was occasioned through 
a slight hreak down in the auxiliary 
engines, which gave the engineering 
■staff considerable annoyance on the voy- 
age. Owing to this part of the machin- 
ery not working as smoothly as it might 
it was considered wise policy to come 
along at a 11-knot speed rather than to 
ipaBli'the ship. 

A conBuluruble part of the freight is 
from England, and this includes shields 
for three large guns of the Esquimau 
'fortifications, and to land these the 6hi» 
went to Eequimalt, where she remained 
•until daylight this morning. There was 
•also a largequantity of fruit landed here 

FISHING IN THE NORTH. 1 

The steamer Barbara Boscovritz 
'Capt. Steele, returned from Northern 
.ports yesterday morning. When the 
Bteamer left the Skeena on Menday 
last fishing had just begun, and at Cun- 
'ninghatn , a cannery 280 eaBes had been 
packed. Salmon were running fairly 
•well; men were to be found in twitisfae 
tory number, and 25 cents 'for every fishj 
• caught was the wage paid. This was the, 
i price given last year, and the otiier con- 
ditions under which the fishing oper- 
ations commenced this 'year are very 
similar to ihoBe of last year. The 
Skeena ie the only .place where the 
salmon are as yet running, according to 
the news brought by the Boscowitz, but 
canners elsswhena are all hopeful of *t)ig 
packs. E, A. Wadhasa'a new cannery 
at Rivers tnlet, which will be one of the 
finest on the Pacific coast, .is now about 
complete. The owner was one of the 
passengers by the Boscowitz, and among 
others were Mrs. George E. Munroe and 
Mrs. Muggridee, who made the round 
trip and a party of prospectors who have 
been working in the vicinity of Fitzhugh 
sound. The Boscowitz, as quickly as 
her Northern freight of furs and miscel- 
laneous goods was discharged, com- 
menced loading 1,009 cases of tin. 
XHE BOSS "louse." 
Since leaving the Royal Eoads on 
Friday morning with the bark St. 
Katharine in tow for Chemainus, the 
tug Lome has had hold of a good many 
veaselB. From Chemainus she went to 
Vancouver to take the coal hulk Robert 
Kerr from the Terminal City to Na- 
naimo. She then returned to Vancouver 
for the bark British Yeoman, which 
she towed to ChemainuB for lumber 
cargo. The Yeoman will be here after 
her load is completed to get a crew and 
to have all her yards put in position. 
The Lome next towed the Kerr back to 
Vancouver, and then the American bark 
J. D. Peters, coal laden for Ounalaska, 
was waiting for her at L T nion to be 
brought to Esquimalt for a crew. To- 
day the Lome will probably take the 
ship Glory of the Seas up to one of the 
collieries. 

MARINE NOTES. 
Coal from Nanaimo, 100 sacks of rich 
looking ore from Texada, and a number 
of prospectors as passengers constituted 
the load the steamer Maude had on her 
return to port last evening. For over a 
week past the steamer has been taking 
the place of the Rainbow on the Vancou- 
ver-Texada route, while the latter has 
been laid up for repairs, and it is expect- 
ed that the Maude will now resume her 
weekly run to Texada from Victoria. 

The month of June promises to be a 
busy season at the outer wharf, and the 
indications have been well evidenced 
during the past few days. Last month 
there were an even 100 vessels which 
■ called and transacted business at the 
ijuavs. For last year there were a total 
of 1*010 of these vessels. 

Captain Thomas, of the American ship 
Annie and Thomas, now loading lumber 
at Moody ville for Port Pirie, arrived 
from San Francisco yesterday with a 
young bride as a companion. The 
honeymoon trip is an extended one, to 
end only when the ship reaches her Aus- 
tralian destination. 

Between three and four o'clock yester- 
day afternoon the Northern Pacific Jap- 
anese liner Pathan readied William 
Head. She was to dock in port at day- 
light. Like the Aorangi something had 
gone wrong with the Patlian's ma- 
chinery, but nothing very serious. 

The steamship Florida, which arrived 
in the Royal Roads seeking yesterday 
afternoon, reported speaking the British 
ship Charlotte Crooin, inward bound, 
-ofrCape Flattery. This was probably 
the vessel which sailed into the Roads 
.late laBt eveniDg. . 

Two foreign arrivals from Japan enter- 
.ed the Royal Roads for orders yesterday 
morning. They are the Bhips Htmrv 
[Failing and For tuna, and the latter is 
out 23 days. 

Messrs. Cates and McDerraott have 
the stevedoring contract for bringing a 
large engine for the E. & N. railroad

TO TAKE IN SHOEBURYNESS. 

Artillerymen of the Jubilee Regiment May 
Remain in England for That 
Purpose. 

A movement is on foot among the ar- 
tillery officers of the Dominion to have 
the twenty-four artillery men who form 
part of the Jubilee contingent kept in 
England until the ShoeburyueBS meet- 
ing, and entered in all the competitions 
open' to them. While the movement is 
but'in its infancy it has received the 
hearty support of all the commanding 
artillery officers in the, Dominion, and 
the only obstacle in the way is whether 
the men will be able to get the necessary 
leave of absence from their business du- 
ties in Canada to remain. It is under- 
stood, however, that of the fifteen men 
aB«:ed' fourteen have given a favorable 
answer, only one having to decline. The 
■remaining nine are yet to bo heard from. 
If the plan can be carried through, the 
.Dominion Artillery Association will pro- 
vide for the men's maintenance in ling- 
land during the time intervening be- 
tween the conclusion of the Jubilee cel- 
ebration and the opening of the Shoe- 
burynesB meet, a period of about a 
month. 

The programme of the National Artil- 
lery Association at the annual meeting 
at -ShoeburyneBS, July 31toAuguBt7, 
has. just been published. The general 
scheme is much the same as last year, 
with but a few changes.

How the Good Han .Foreswore Rum After 
He Had Signed the Paper. 

John B. Gough, the great temperance 
orator whose clever lectures many will 
remember, had a good story he used to 
tell about an old shepheid who took the 
pledge that he would only drink at 
Bheep shearing time, and then managed 
to get drunk every day by shearing a 
sheep each twenty-four hours.

It 
read : " Nika rnamook skookum turn 
turn wake karta muck a muck lum." (I 
make strong my heart never to drink 
rum.) 

" Why," said Mr. Lomas to the 
widow, " what does this mean? Here 
was a pledge your husband made, and 
yet he was drunk as often as he could 
be." 

" Yes, I know he was," replied the 
woman ; " but after he signed that paper 
he was always careful never to touch 
rum— he always drank whiskey instead."

A large oil painting of the royal coat 
of arms now a iorns the Council Cham- 
ber at the city hall, nnd last night for 
first time it hung over the mayor's chair 
S3 he presided at the weekly meeting of 
the council. It is quite a fine piece of 
work, and was purchased from Mr. Eli 
Harrison as a small Jubilee souvenir. 
After the minutes were disposed of a 
letter was read from Senator Macdonald 
in regard to the difficulty about remov- 
the Songhees Indiana from their 
present reserve. He advised that the 
provincial government be asked to have 
the rights to the property, after aban- 
donment by the Indians, decided by the 
Full Court. 

The presentment of the grand jury at 
the spring assizes was read and filed 
without comment.

Major A. W. Jones wrote that in re- 
card to the request of the city for the 
keys of the Beacon Hill powder maga- 
zine, he has received a letter from the 
Director of Militia Stores, which read :

militia purposes, but that as the build- 
ng belongB to the Crown, Bome arrange- 
ment as to compensation will have to be 
made for its use."

F. Pauline wrote calling attention to 
the noxious smell coming from the faulty 
box drain connected with the hospital, 
which runs by the sidewalk until it 
empties itself into an open ditch at Foul 
Bay road, from which cows often 
drink. The matter had, he said, 
been before previous councils, and last 
year Dr. Watt was instructed by the 
health committee to report, which he 
did, but nothing was done. The grand 
jury had made a presentment as to this 
drain, but still it was not attended to.

intendent Wilson that if these gangs 
were formed into one the work would be 
carried on hiore economically. I would 
respectfully recommend that as many 
men as cm work to advantage be en- 
gaged on the road leading to the outer 
wharf, and after that is completed move 
as many as may be required to the 
Gorge road. By this arrangement 
the work referred to would be 
less expensive on the whole, though the 
rate per month- might be slightly in- 
creased during the continuance of the 
work on the road to the outer wharf and 
a corresponding reduction made in the 
rate after that work was completed. 
The amount to be expended on the 
Gorge road, being fixed by requisition, 
would not affect the monthly rate. The 
advantages of the recommendation, if 
adopted, would be tho saving of 
the wages of a foreman, blacksmith, 
rse and cart, and the completion of 
the outer wharf road sooner than will 'be 
done under the present arrangement." 

In this connection the Mayor stated 
that he thought Mr. Wilmot's sugges- 
tions might very well be carried out. • 

There was some little discussion on 
the subject, Aid. Kinsman agreeing that 
two foremen were unnecessary. 

Aid. Harrison was in favor of putting 
on more men and ruBhiug the Gorge 
road aB speedily as possible. 

Aid. Partridge moved that the Engi- 
neer's recommendation bo carried out; 
whereas Aid. Wilson wished to have 
the Gorge roitd finished promptly. 

The motion to carry out the Engineer's 
recommendation was carried. 

AX OUTSPOKEN OFFICIAL. 

Street Superintendent Wihon wiote 
complaining that in tho Times of the 
•ltii inBt. Aid. Kinsman made charges 
against him, the falseness of which he 
was able and determined to prove. He 
accused Aid. Kinsman with treating him 
with a vindictiveness worthy of a better 
cause. He asked for an investigation. 

Aid. McGregor moved that the request 
for an investigation be granted. 

Aid. Wilson thereupon rose and said 
that this was not the first time Superin- 
tendent Wilson had called an alderman 
a liar, and for his part the alderman 
thought the best thing to do waa to tell 
the superintendent to send in his re- . 
Bignation.

There had been an investi- 
gation as to the street superintendent's 
remarks to him, but the alderman had 
not been given a fair show. Anything 
he had said he could prove. 

Aid. Harrison— Let him have his in- 
vestigation. ■ ' ■ ■ 

The Mayor remarked that when Aid. 
Kinsman had complained that the street 
superintendent had acted discourteously 
to him and the investigation was held 
thereupon, Mr. Wilson had made an 
apology, and it was then supposed all 
waa settled. He was therefore surprised 
when he saw the alderman's letter. 

Aid. Kinsman claimed that he had not 
been given a fair show at the investiga- 
tion, and that if he had been a siwash 
he could not have been worse treated by 
Mr. Wilson. The Mayor should have 
suspended the street superintendent. 

After some further discussion Aid. 
McCandlesB said that if any charges 
were to be made they should have been 
laid in the council, and not sent in a 
letter to the press. 

The motion for an investigation waa 
carried, and a special meeting for that 
purpose was Bat for Thursday at 7 :;>0 
p.m.

IHecillewaet to the Fore— The 
Troubles of Some Rossland 
Slines Discussed. 



Vaxcouveh, June 7.— (Special)— Gor- 
don Ross, secretary of the B. C. Mining 
Agency, Limited, London, Eng., said to 
a Colonist reporter that his company 
has representatives throughout the 
length and breadth of the known mining 
portions of the province. They came 
here backed with unlimited capital to 
thoroughly exploit the country and 
eventually, if their observations proved 
satisfactory, to acquire extensive inter- 
ests. Millions of pounds that would 
have sought investment here is held in 
cbeck by the condition of affairs in South 
Africa. British Columbia, he consid- 
ered, is destined to become a great min- 
ing country. There are already enough 
mines to satisfy the B. C. Agency 
that they must make up their minds to 
permanent location in the province. If 
they are not convinced of this they 
would not have located in Vancouver. 
The B. C. agency are acquiring and have 
acquired many unusually promising 
claims, some of them being on the sea- 
board, where very profitable results can 
be obtained at present. 

" In spite of what has been said to the 
contrary," said Mr. Ross, "it is my 
opinion that British Columbia is a poor 
man's country. Here a prospector w 
strikes a good claim can always sell to 
advantage on bond and can wait a year 
to do it. In South Africa, owing to the 
monthly tax and small limit of claims, a 
man must be rich to hold a claim even 
for a few months. 

" British Columbians are in too much 
of a hurry. It takes time to develop 
mines. It will take probably five years 
before the mines of the province will do 
what is prophesied for them." 

A WONDERFUL NEW COUNTRY. 

Mr. George P. Jones said to the Ross- 
land Miner about a wonderful new- 
country in the Fish Creek district, in 
which he and Mr. T. Good have made 
ten locations since April 1 : " Fish 
creek runs into the Pend d'Oreille from 
the south, and discoveries were made on 
the Canadian close to the international 
boundary. We saw immediately we had 
struok a rich country. The formation is 
porphyry and Blate, and our locations 
•are in contac.t veins. The leads are very 
strong and you can pick up ore- like po 
tatoes in a held. I never brw anything 
■like it. The ore is gray copper, running 
high in silver, prett3 r well in gold and 
carrying some copper. I think there is 
a country 15 miles long and 10 miles 
wide, which is good prospecting ground. 
Fully 25 prospectors a day are now go- 
ing in there from Waneta and Boundary 
City. We came out and cut a trail up 
to our group from the mouth of Fish 
creek. The distance is only two and 
one-half miles from the Pend d'Oreille 
river. It is a wild country and I believe 
we were the first white men ever in 
there. The timber is as fine as I have 
seen in this country, and all the condi- 
tions are favorable lor mining. 1 think 
the belt is an extension of the well 
known Mettalline lead belt. 

" Mr. Good and I have been offered a 
large sum for our claims, which we call 
the Gladstone group, but we have done 
nothing more than to bond a quarter 
interest to O. W. Chamberlain, of Petro- 
lia, Ontario, and A. Macgravie, of Lon- 
don, England. Previous to that Mr. 
Good had bonded the Chihuahua group 
of six claimB, near Deep Creek lake, to 
the same gentlemen. We have closed 
up our business with Messrs. Chamber- 
laine and Macgravie and I will return to 
Fish Creek to-morrow." Mr. Jones iB 
an old Colorado miner and came to 
Rossland last February. 

ANOTHER REPORT. 

A. E. Smith, of Smith it Whiteman, 
has returned to Rossland from his trip 
to the Salmon River country, having 
made some discoveries of much value. 
He reports a big excitement at Waneta, 
Salmo and other points in that district 
over some important strikes on Fish 
creek, a small Btream running into the 
Pend d'Oreille river from the south, 
about 7 miles from Waneta. The claim 
which appears to be attracting most at- 
tention is the Gladstone No. 2, on which 
ore was struck in large mass, running 
$114 in gold, silver, lead and copper. 
The country in which the discovery was 
made is one about which little or noth- 
ing waB known. It was wholly un- 
prospeeted, but prospectors are now 
docking in there. 

Tin-: prettiest yet, 

Mr. Smith reports a big find on the 
divide between Beaver creek and the 
Pend d'Oreille rivers. The discovery 
was made by R. H. Hamill.of Rossland, 
who located the Gold Cup group of four 
claims, three of them being on the same 
lead. The vein is two feet wide, and 
consists of quartz carrying gold, silver, 
lead and copper. Mr. Smith brought a 
lot of the ore to Rossland, and an asBay 
yesterday showed a total value of ^22.80. 
The quartz is of a beautiful clear variety 
and is slightly oxidized. No prettier ore 
lias been found in the Salmon river 
region. Mr. iSmith waB so well pleased

Mr. Smith stopped to see the Eldor- 
ado. Bright Star and Nevada, three 
claims on the south side of Mount Ver- 
non, between Salmon and Lost creek. 
They are under bond to Rolt & Grogan, 
of Rossland, and are now being de- 
veloped. He describes an enormous ore 
body on the Nevada. The ledge 
is 30 feet wide. A shaft has been 

Eut down 25 feet, and a crosscut at the 
ottom haB opened an ore body 10 feet 
wide, and from this ore an assay of $50 
haB been obtained. 

tub sunset improves. 
A strike of much more than ordinary 
importance was made on the Sunset No. 
2 at Rossland on Thursday last, another 
ledge to the southward being uncovered. 
The ledge has been traced for a distance 
of 100 feet, maintaining a width of from 
10 to 14 inches, of copper ore. At a 
depth of 7 feet the vein had widened to 
IS inches and waB still solid copper ore. 
The walls were found perfect. An assay 
from the surface showed 21 ounces silver, 
$6 gold and 2L.S per cent, copper to the 
ton. The bottom of the shaft showed 
still better value, being 10 ounces silver, 
$26.40 gold and 22.2 per cent, copper, 
making a total value of $57. 

ILLEC IL LE W A ET CAMP. 

This camp is rapidly coming to the 
front as one of the most important dis- 
tricts of British Columbia. Quite a 
number of claims haB been Btaked in the 
last eix months, and all are very promis- 
ing, good assays having been obtained 
from the surface, with leads sufficient to 
pay the operating of the claims, 

The Lanark mines, of the Horiie-Payne 
Company, are in full operation. This 
company have put in a concentrator 
which is kept running night and day, 
and already a large amount -of concen- 
trates have been shipped. They have 
also put in a tramway from the mines to 
the mill, and have built a large sawmill 
and hotel in connection with a beautiful 
townsite called Laurie, on the IHecille- 
waet river, only two mileB east of the 
old townsite of IHecillewaet. 

Work ia being pushed on the Blue 
Bell group, 1 '.j miles south of the old 
townsite. A bridge has been built 
across the IHecillewaet river so that the 
owners of properties can ship ore and 
get in supplies. The Blue Bell group 
was bonded last fall by Messrs. D. G. 
Stewart and G. Griffiths, of Vancouver. 
Assays from surface showings have run 
as high as $135 in silver alone. It is ex- 
pected that they will be shipping ore 
in the course of a month, while in the 
meantime they are endeavoring to ar- 
range with the, Horne-Payne Company 
to either treat or purchase their ore. 

The Norma and Nebo claims, owned 
by Mr. Rod. Campbell, of Vancouver, 
are now being developed ; they are with- 
in sight-of IHecillewaet station. 

CARinOO CREEK CAMP. 

The present place of entry for the 
growing Cariboo Creek camp is Burton 
City, named after R. S. Burton, locator 
of the townsite; it iB situated in the 
Narrows, about 20 miles south of 
Nakusp. A trail to the mineral dis- 
coveries leads out of Burton and hits 
Mineral City about seven miles up on 
Cariboo creek. 

The pioneer location is the Golden 
Eagle, located by Hardy in 1894, after 
the placer excitement. The moat de- 
veloped property is the Promeatora, on 
Mineral creek, from which shipments 
have been made and returns got showing 
$59.05 in gold. The claim returning the 
highest assays is the War Eagle, on the 
other aide from the Promestora.

A SLUMP ON THE O.K. 

0. K. shares, which only a few weeks 
ago were quoted at about 30 cents, have 
dropped to 10 1 ^ asked in Spokane, and a 
few Jays ago 1,000 shares were sold at 7 
to some adventurous buyer. The Ross- 
land Miner says: "The new mill has 
now been running steadily since January 
14, and according to the statement of its 
manager, made weekly to the Miner, 
2,472 tons of ore bad bean milled up to 
last Saturday night. During the Bame 
period the mine has shipped 172 tons of 
ore and concentrates. This constitutes 
enough work to prove whether or not the 
mine is paying or whether there in any 
possibility of making it pay. Many 
shareholders have been discussing for 
some time the advisability of applying 
for a receiver for the company and now 
that they see their stock sold down to 7 
cents we shall expect to see some action 
in that direction taken very soon." 

MINES CLOSED DOWN. 

The closing down on June 1 of work on 
the Palo Alto, Monte Cristo and Califor- 
nia mining claims in the Rossland dis- 
trict has brought forth a great manv ex- 
pressions of regret from Spokane IriendB 
of the owners of the properties. In some 
quarters it is suggested that this sudden 
stoppage of work is due to extravagant 
management when " timeB were easy " 
and treasury stock waB saleable at good 
round figures. Now that stock that pre- 
viously sold for 8 and 10 or 12 cents is a 
drug in the market at lower quotations, 
the companies find they cannot sell at 
such figures and advance with the work 
—or, rather, that they have not sufficient 
treasury stock at those figures to develop 
the property. George Crane, of the 
Monte Cristo company, said that 
he did not know how "long the work 
would stop. " We have a largo body of 
ore that is worth $15 a ton and we are 
now shipping samples of it to Denver to 
have experiments made, trying to devise 
some way by which we can treat it at a 
profit," Mr. Crane said. " We are also 
going to ship a carload to the Trail smel- 
ter as an experiment. We hope in this 
way to be able to ship and reopen the 
property. The report that the Monte 
Cristo was bonded or sold to theColonna 
people, or anyone else, is absolutely 
false." 

' MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Silver King mine and Hall Mines 
smelter are employing 250 men. About 
ISO tons of rock is being handled every 
day now, most of which is low grade. 

The Kaslo smelter iB handling four 
cars of ore a day. 

The manager of the Nip and Tuck 
hydraulic mine on Wild Horse creek, 
near Fort Steele, reports 80 ounces of 
amalgam from the first clean up of the 
sluicea for this season, with the rock 
cuts not yet touched. Work on this 
claim was" only started about fourteen 
months ago, and although a large amount 
of development work had to be done, 
$2,500 was taken out last season.
